The failBxes have been 12.5 in every 
thonsaud hnn.'i doing basiness; the lia- 
bilities have averaged 1 182. 77 to each 
firm in trade, and iu. pnportiou to the 
volnnie of solf ent btsiuess represented 
bj all oleariughoose exchanged for 
every l|l,OUO. 

The oouplete review of dilferent 
branches of bosineMH. places in a dear 
light, the tact that prioes of com- 
modities are at the lowest level ever 
known, iilight years ago in Jnly 
prices averaged onlv 73. 6& per cent of 
the prices, or the »uiue articles aud iu 
the same markets Jan. 1, 1860, aud this 
remamed the lowest point ever toacli* d 
until Ang, lO, 1H98, when the uvurugn 
fell to 7^.70, bat early this year prices 
dropped below nil previous records aud 
have never rt'(;<)vered, the uveraKe 
Dec. lii'iuK only 08.

Iu iron aud steel, the lowest prices of 
the year are at the close aud the lowest 
ever knowu, the demand ciUiiug for lens 
than haif the asnal quantity of rails, 
with large decrease iu many other 
totnohes, thongh probably the use of 
strnotoral fonus was larger in 1894 than 
ever before. The woolen industry 
records a production for iha year about 
a quarter less than asnal. and for the 
last four months 'iHAl percent less than 
iu 189*4 iu qnautity of wool oonsnmea, 
but in value of product the decrease 
was of cotxrse greater. 

The year has been espedaUr note- 
worthy tor the lowest prices of wheat 
and cotton on record. Both raffer from 
wholly unprecedented aocamnlation of 
stocks, the crops being large. Outside 
this country wlieat production has uot 
increased ououKh to justify a price of 60 
ceuts at New York, and the asoumnla- 
tiou is larRcly duo to false reports of 
yield, iiiit iidod to frighten buvors aud 
raise pr et'S. The banie iutlucnce has 
beeu feit lu cotton, which is al.-o affect- 
ed by world-wide dcpressiou in busiuuss 
and decrease lu cousuuiption of goods. 
In other produce markets tlie year has 
beeu relatively less important.

Mr. Grooii says that in Asiatic Turkey 
alone there are '2M Arnieuiau inissioii- 
aries who hold over t2,000,<)00 worch of 
property, who are exposed equally to 
the lawlessness of highwaymen, Mos- 
lem fauaticism and to the hostility of 
the Turkish otfuuals. 

He says tliat luauy iudiguitics aud lu- 
juries have beeu inflicted which have 
never lieeu reported because of the al>- 
sein e of an AineriPaii n'picRcutatiVe to 
suljritautiate the stories aud vindicate 
the rights of Americans. 

"We are," he says, "from 700 to l,UO't 
miles from Constautiuople, which 
means a journey of turee to six weeks. 
The fiHt that ...tHX) men, womeu aud 
childreu in (uir midst have been massa- 
cred and the fact kept nearly three 
mouths from the civiliiMd world, is a 
siguiticaiit hint as to oav Isolathiii and 
danger. "

As soon as Sibley was couscious be 
gave the alarm. The robbers di-ove 
away iu a buggy to bpadra, where Miey 
boarded a tiaiu for Los Angeles. Of- 
floers were notified, and they intercepted 
them a few miles from tows. The meu 
wero arrested, and proved to be Frank 
Conway snd J. Steadmar, notorions 
eastern eiooka. Only a aniAU amonut 
of money was found on them, and it is 
believed'they buried the plunder oefore 
reacliiug Spatlra. 

Ughted Uatch la a Shew WindDw. 
Havbrbill. Mass., Jan. 6.— Alighted 
match was accidentally dropped in cue 
of the show windows of George U. 
Wiley & Compaar's dry goods store 
yesterday. In a Nw Bunntas the two 
adjoining windows wera a mass of 
flames, and a loud endoaion. which car- 
ried some of the goods across the street, 
followed. The 80 olerks in the store es- 
caped with difSculty. The flames irut ted 
the dry good<< store and also the jew elry 
store of U. U. Hossey on the floor above. 
The total loss is estimated at |u5,uuu, 
yarttally insured. 

Asphyxiated. 

Wabhinqton, Jan. S.— John Marshall 
of Virginia, a close kinsman of the late 
Justice Marshall of the United States 
suureme court, was found dead in his 
apartments near the city hall yesterday.

Marshall was a former resident 
of Detroit and had llTed ia Washing- 
ton less than a year. '

KiT OF JEALOUS RAGE. 

Dloodj Tragedj Kaaetad at Savanaah, Ga...

Savannah, Jan. 5.— In a fit of Jealous 
rpge yesterday afternoon, George Jor- 
dan, a uegro w ho has borne uu esc d- 
lent reputatiou, shot mv\ killed his 10- 
vear-old soQ, shot his wife in the I'ore- 
Iiead and through the iieck, siiot his 
:i Ti'iir-old daughter in the cliiu and 
back of the head, aad thi'U >hot him- 
Hclf twice ill tlie breast. 

On the waj' to the hospital he 'oei,'i:ed 
for poison that he ini;;ht bo reliev.d cf 
his pa<n. His wouncls are fatal, and it 
is believed that his wile will die. Tne 
little girl has a chanoe to recover, but it 
is probable the eutire family of four will 
be wiped out as a result of the day's 
work ou tho part of the father. 
Jordan's wife says her huslxmd left her 
two weeks ago. Christmas he atteinjit- 
ed to shoot her. Weduesday she swore 
out a peace warrant. 

Yesterday afternoon he came to the 
honse, drove some women visiting her 
into the street, and, drawing fals re- 
volver, shot her. She ran into the 
street and turned in time to see her son 
fall dead oif the st^op with a bullet 
through the head. A moment later the 
little girl fell out of the doorway with 
two bullets in har. The man tiien lay 
down and shot himself. He was sober. 
The only explanation ha gives is that 
he wanted to die, and thought it best to 
take his family with him.

Washington, Jan. 5.— The t.u ifl w r 
between the United States ami Europe 
reached an acute phase yesterday. As 
foreshadowed in the Associated Press 
dispatches last week the very first offl- 
'.■i ll act of .Mr. He'igli inuller, the new 
Austrian minister, was the lodgment 
of a protest ag.iiiisi that paragraph fur 
a sugar schedule act, which impedes an 
additiouoi duty of oue teiith of 1 p<-r 
cent on sugar coming to the United 
btates from countries which payaaaa* 
port bounty on it. 

TUs aotion was taken yesterday, and 
the ground taken by the mmister was 
similar to that which formed the basis 
of the protest of Uarmaay— that the ad- 
ditional duty paid discriminates against 
Austria, and is oonseqnently a violation 
of the treaty of oommeroe with that aa- 
tiou. So far no threat of retaliation ao- 
compauied the protest^ but in this Mr. 
UeuglemuUer is bnt Allowing the ex- . 
ample set by the Qerman minister, and 
the next step will undonbtedlT be in the 
same direction, aamely: Tna impost- 
tiou of some restriction upon an Amsr« 
ican product that is imported in quanti- 
ties into Austria. 

The four great sources of oorngar 
supply, outside of the small pcopotlwn 
contributed by Louisiana, are Cuba, 
Ueriuauy, Frauce aud Austria. With 
three of these uouutries we are already 
at odds over the sugar duty, and in the 
case of Fj auce there are already iudioa- 
tioub of the adoption of a retaliatory 
])olicy in ihe imposition of restrictions 
uponOuriue.it trade aud the importa* 
Moll ot Amencau wheat aud fiour. 

This whole subject was under discus- 
sion by the cabinet yesterday and as 
far as cau be gathered the outcome was 
that if congress fails to oomo to the re- 
lief of the execute e by the removal of 
the duty w inch is supposed to cause the 
trouble, then resort muit be had to re- 
taliation, which will either opeu Ku- 
roi>«an countries to our exiwrla or close 
our own ports to ail l^uropeau products.
